ON WALK1KC- 


Most, if not all of us, at times at 


least, wish companionship. Of course 
this may take many forms—people, 
books, the innumerable things In 
nature, a& well as our own thoughts. 
I came across this sentence in iny 
reading recently: "How little wisdom 
there is in anything but silent 
thought." Perhaps this best could 
apply while we take a walk. 


Trie late O. O. Mclntyre used to 


run a little paragraph in his column 
"Thoughts while strolling." And 
they were always interesting. There 
is no better time to think than when 
walking alone. In a way, of course, 
we are not exactly alone. We may 
stroll with a score or more of our 
friends, or even our imagined friends. 
We can select the names of many 
who have contributed much to the 
joy and happiness of mankind—and 
walk with them. 


The late Dr. John H. Finley was 


an inspiring character. He was a 
noted walker.

strategic blueprint for Axis down- 
fall. 


Naval matters have been figuring 


prominently in the Anglo-American 
consultations, and any change in 
the status of the French fleet 
would present a grave complication 
for the Allied plans for the future 
war at sea. 


Both the United States and Great 


Britain have shown great concern 
over the ultimate disposition of the 
French fleet ever since France fell, 
and it has been made plain to the 
Vichy government that the sur- 
render of the navy to German use 
would be considered a hostile act. 


Expect New Move 


Prime Minister Churchill indi- 


cated yesterday that he looked for 
a new German offensive in some 
theatre to counter-balance the hu- 
miliating reverses in Russia. 
He 


mentioned a thrust toward the 
Mediterranean and an invasion of 
Britain next year as among the pos- 
sibilities, but said frankly that he 
did not know where it would come. 


As officials waited for the new 


pattern of events to crystallize in 
Europe, the capital's holiday spirits 
were dampened by the tenor of 
news from the Far East. 


There was popular anxiety over 


the situation at Wake, where Jap- 
anese forces succeeded in effecting 
a landing after being held at bay 
for more than two weeks by a hard 
fighting marine garrison. 


Threat of Japs 


And it was becoming increasingly 


apparent that 
General Douglas 


MacArthur had a most desperate 
fight on his .hands to defend the 
Philippines. Japanese ability to re- 
inforce and increase their beach- 
heads gave evidence that they held 
the upper hand in the air and on 
the sea. 


However, Senator George (D-Ga) 


of the foreign relations committee, 
told reporters today that American 
anxiety over the Philippines ought 
not to becloud the ,lact that the 
United States was also fighting a 
war in the Atlantic that may well 
be a great factor in the final vic- 
tory. 


Churchill, who sat beside Presi- 


dent Roosevelt for the 
regular 


White House press conference yes- 
terday, made known that, regard- 
less of the present situation in the 
Far East, the Allies already were 
thinking in terms of a general Pa- 
cific offensive. 


Plan Offensive 


We are going to do our utmost to 


defend 
Singapore and 
its 
ap- 


proaches, he said, until the situation 
becomes so favorable that the gen- 
eral offensive can be resumed. 


The Prime Minister would not 


say. however, that he considered 
Singapore the strategical key to the 
war in the Pacific.

Americans can win the "war of 
nerves" by keeping their minds oc- 
cupied with constructive thoughts 
and not worrying about the war or 
air raids. That's the advice of Dr. 
Guy E. Buckingham, Allegheny col- 
lege psychologist. 


Dr. Buckingham said that Ger- 


man scientists 
undoubtedly have 


used their knowledge of the human 
mind and its reaction to fear in c>-e- 
ating the "war of nerves," but he 
hopes that Americans can beat the 
German psychologists at their own 
game. 


The first thing we must learn to 


do, he says, is to maintain "mental 
poise." 
Dr. Buckingham said, it's

SEATS NEEDED 


By TOM KEEDY 


Harrisburg, Dec. 24 (AP)—Unless 


a hitch develops in the preliminary 
planning, Governor James plans to 
call the Pennsylvania Legislature 
into special session starting Monday, 
January 12, to consider congressional 
reapportionment and defense sub- 
jects, sources close to the adminis- 
tration said today. 


Start of the session at that time 


would give the Legislature at least 
seven weeks to pass an act eliminat- 
ing one congressional district as re- 
quired by the 1940 census. If .pres- 
ent plans materialize, one week 
should be enough.
